Something 
new 
and 
interesting 
about ants was learned by a Mount 
Airy florist recently, Hays a writer 
in the Philadelphia Record, 
For 
week or so he ^liud been bothered by 
ants that got into boxes of seeds 
which rested on a shelf. To get rid 
of the ant« he put into execution an 
old plan, which was to place a meaty 
bone close by, whicK She Ruts soon 
covered, 
every 
one 
deserting 
the 
boxes of seeds. 
.\s soon a» the bono 
would become thickly inhabited by 
the little creepers the florist to»8ed 
It Into a tub of water. The ants hav- 
ing been washed off, the bono was put 
in use as a tmp again. One day tlie 
florist bethought 
himself 
that 
he 
would save trouble by placing 
the 
bone in the center of a sheet of fly 
paper, believing that the ants would 
never get to the bone, but would get 
caught on the sticky fly pai>er while 
trying to reach the food. 
But the 
florist was surprised to find that the 
ants, upon discovering the nature of 
the paper trap, formed a 
working 
force and built a path on the paper 
clear to the bone. 
The material for 
the walk was sand, secured from a 
little pile near by. 
For liours 
tiie 
ants worked, and when the path was 
completed they made their way over 
its dry surface in couples, as in a 
march to the bone. 


Lansing, May 9.—The case of Ell R* 
Sutton looked brighter for the prisoner 
yesterday. The prosecution had only 
nicely commenced the case but the de- 
fense asked permission to swear one 
witness, C. M. Dally, who is about to 
eave for South Africa In the Interest 
of the HemingtoB Arms company. The 
request was granted and Dally testified 
that Sutton had been paid a $1,000 re- 
tainer fee by his company at the time 
that Sutton's bank account was swelled 
$1,000—the prosecution 
claimed the 
$1,000 was received from Gen. White 
as Sutton's share in the steal. 


Mr. Dally said that Henry T. Thur- 
oer acted legally for the arms com- 
pany and Col. Sutton for the military 
soard. 
In September witness met Sut- 
ton in New York and asked him if he 
would undertake to represent the arms 
company in enforcing payment for the 
rifles supplied and in getting a new 
contract. Sutton said he was at liberty 
to undertake the work, but first wished 
to advise the military board in regard 
to his Intentions. 


Before Sutton's reply was received 
Mr. Dally consulted the president of 
the company and it was decided to pay 
Sutton a retainer of $1,00U, tbe amount 
being agreed upon between Dally and 
tbe president. 


On October 4 Mr. Dally gave to Sut- 
ton la New York a check for $1,000. 
The check was produced and scrutin- 
ized long and carefully by the prose- 
cut and Judge Cahill. 


It read: "Pay to C. M. Dally, signed 
Remington 
Arms Company, by M. 
Hartley." It was indorsed on the back 
by Dally and Eli R. Sutton and Dally 
stated that he had seen Sutton write 
his name. The check was drawn on 
the Western National bank and paid 
by tbe National Park bank, where Mr. 
Dally did his business. 
Col. Sutton 
needed money for expenses and Dally 
went with Sutton to that bank where 
the check was cashed. The money was 
paid through the clearing house, as tbe 
record stamped in and on the check 
showed. Mr. Dally also explained that 
the check was drawn to his order in 
pursuit of a custom of the Remington 
Arras Company to draw checks to the 
order of certain ofiicials, who endorsed 
them over to the payees. 


The jurors examined the check and 
Mr. Stevenson called attention to the 
fact that the cancelling stamp was 
punched right through Sutton's signa- 
ture. 
This was in anticipation of a 
possible claim that Sutton's name had 
jeen placed on the check at some later 
day.

business of the company, which oper­ 
ates all the electric and cable roads 
in the city, with the exception of those 
owned by the St. Louis & Suburban 
Raihvay conipiny, on w^hich a strike 
has been in progress for two weeks 
past, but brought matters to a stand­ 
still in half a dozen other lines of 
business as well.

complete tie-up ever seen in St. Louis.

TJiotous proceedings began almost 
immediately. 
When 
the 
company 
tried to take out cars from the various 
barns of the system the nonunion men 
who had undertaken the task were 
immediately surrounded 
and 
urged 
not to make the attempt. If they per­ 
sisted the car.s were surrounded by a 
howling mob, and. as if by magic, 
sticks and stones fllletl the air, forc­ 
ing the men in cluirge to desert tlieir 
posts. 
During the fusillade windows 
in the cars would be broken, while 
their sides would 'oe scarred ami dent­ 
ed l)y the inis'iles 
,\t iir.'t tlie storm 
centers were conlined to thesi* remote 
points. 
I’y and by a few cars 
man- 
aged to slip awny from the crowds 
around iiie power iiouses ¡ind carbarns 
and make tiieir w:iy down-town. Then 
the t l u a t t r of aetivity was trans­ 
ferred to Washington avenue. Loeiisl 
street and otlier down-town thorough 
fares. 
The same taeties were resort­ 
ed to down-town tliat had proved so 
eilieacions about tlu* barns. 
A crowd 
would surround each car. nnd while 
the boys and young men would shout 
“Scab” at the motorman 
and 
con 
ductor. from further 
back 
in 
the 
throng would come a volley of rocks 
and brickbats, smashing the windows 
and frightening the men in charge 
from their posts 


S e v e r a l S hot. 


The most serious personal injuries 
sustained up to nightfall 
were 
re­ 
ceived in riots of this character which 
took place on 
Washington 
avenue, 
from Sixth to Eighth streets. In one 
of them a boy was sliot b}’ a non­ 
union conductor, who was trying to 
push his car through the crowd. 
In 
the fracas further down a motorman 
was seriouslj’ 
injured 
by 
a 
brick 
thrown by someone in the crowd. 
A 
man was shot at Grand and Franklin 
avenues, still another man was shot 
near the crossing of 
the 
suburban 
tracks and Taylor avenue. 


At nine o’clock p. m., as a suburban 
car was crossing Taylor avenue, a big 
crowd gathered. Some one in it pulled 
the trolley from the wire end this ac­ 
tion so enraged a passeng-er, at present 
unknown, that he drew a revolver and 
fired three shots into the crowd. Hurd 
Gilberth, a barkeeper, an onlooker, re­ 
ceived one of the bullets in the arm and 
another in the lung. He was taken to 
the city hospital, where his wounds 
were pronounced mortal.

The police were powerless in 
the 
face of the mob, which was augmented 
at noon by thousands of clerks from 
business houses and w’orkmen from 
the fiietories. Many women also g ath­ 
ered with the crowds. 
Hoys 
and 
young men, most of whom had no con­ 
nection with the strikers 
whatever, 
furnished mc»st of the noise and did a 
large amount of the mischief dow’n- 
town. 
There was comparatively few 
of 
the 
strikers 
in the mob, and 
many of those who appeared most 
zealous in the cause of the street rail­ 
way men were animated by no more 
•ferocious feeling than the love of ex­ 
citement.

Attempts at arl/itration were made 
as soon as the gravity of the situa­ 
tion was realized 
Mayor Zeigenhein 
addressed a letter, both to the strik­ 
ers and to President Kdwards W’hitla­ 
ker, of tlie St. Louis Transit company, 
urtering his services as mediator. 
Re­ 
plies were received from both sides, 
but in neither ea.se favoralde 


The strike was systematically a r ­ 
ranged. 
The men met after mid­ 
night and at two a. m. 
decided 
to 
strike. Fiom that moment the strike 
became etYective, and when the ^com- 
pany made an attempt to start 
its 
daily .schedule its ellorts were ren- 
dt*red futile at every point by the ac­ 
tivity or inactivity of 
the 
strikers. 
Just here a point of diiierence arises 
between the company and the strik­ 
ers. 
The former claims that it has 
the men to operate all its lines if the 
strikers would alknv the cars to run. 
The union men, on the other hand, 
claim that the company has not the 
men and cannot get them.
